WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—“ We should 
go on just as if there were.no war,” 
said Secretary Daniels to the House 
Naval Committee this morning, when 
asked if it would not be wise to au- 
thorize four instead of two dread- 
noughts this session. “ We are not build- 
ing against anybody,” he said a little 
later when asked to compare our pro- 
gramme with those of the powers of 
Europe and that of Japan: 

Mr. Daniels said that the United 
States was as far along with subma- 
rines as were Germany and England, 
and that submarine construction was 
still experimental, He pointed out that 
Thomas A. Edison was developing an 
electric battery for submarine cruising, 
and said the department had sent a 
man to Switzerland to study the Diesel 
engine, 

The Secretary took the ground taat 
it, would be folly to stop building ships 
of the first line because we were to 
propose a limit to armaments. Utter 
prostration of the countries now at 
war in Europe was predicted, and that 
was given as one reason why there 
should be no apprehension for the peace 
of the United States. A moderate build- 
jing programme, embracing two capital 
ships each year, with auxiharies im- 
peratively needed, rather than stopping 
all construction or going to the other 
extreme, that of trying to keep up with 
the doubled or trebled programmes of 
England and Germany, was advised.. 

“I stand,” said Mr. Daniels, ‘' for 
the regular normal. rate of. construc- 
tion, If. the revenues of the country 
were sufficient to provide it, I should 
favor authorizing four’ new battleships 
this year. But as the-revenues are not | 
sufficient, I say two battléships is the | 
minimum for this year to insure the de- 
velopment of a «strong navy.- If the 
reventies ‘were abundant I would rather 
have forty-eight battleships by 1919, 
but I would not feel that that was im- 
portant if we go forward with our regu- 
lar programme.” 

This came after the committee had 
éxamined the Secretary regarding the 
differences between his views and those 
of the Genéral Board. .The_ board’s 
recommendations are for four battle- 
ships a year, with a view to — 
battleships by 1919. 

Secretary Daniels said the board 
recommended an annual increase of 


e@| tWo battleships all along until Con- 


gress appropriated for only one, and 
then the board changed to a four- 
battleship programme. There are now 
forty — battleships built, building, and 
authorized. 

‘ Favors More Submarines. 


The Secretary made clear his belief 
that there Should be an increase in the 
number of submarines, but he did not 
go so far as Rear Admiral Badger in 
asking for fifty more. He said there 
were 198 vessels in commission in March, 
1913, when he became Secretary, and 
there were now 222, which, he thought, 
was twénty-nine more than necessary. 
The enlisted personnel, he said, was 
now full; and he did not ask for any 
increase of men, as he regarded the 
present strength sufficient to man all 
the ships that could be kept in commis- 
sion. 

The: Secretary then took up the ques- 
tion of a trained naval reserve and 
said he would ask that an item he had 
recommended, amounting to $130,000, to 
provide for a medical reserve be can- 
celled and thé amount be allowed for 
him to begin organizing a regular naval | 
reserve. 

* Every year,” said the Secretary, 
“ between’ 3,000 and 4,000 men drop out 
of the navy. These men would: form 
a splendid reserve. When we sent the 
fleet to Vera Cruz my office was del- 
uged with letters and telegrams from 
men of this class, men who had been 
in the service and who desired to re-

DIES SUDDENLY 


New York Representative Is 
Stricken with Heart Dis- 
ease in Washington. 


AUTHOR OF TARIFF LAW 


Oldest Member of Congress In Point 
of. Service—Famous as Campaign 
Orator and House Debater.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Sereno E. 
Payne, Representative in’Congress from 
New York, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease at his apartment here at 11:15 
o'clock tonight. 

Mr. Payne had retired to his room ap- 
parently. in robust health. He telephoned 
the apartment house clerk abeut 11 
o’clock, asking that a physician be sent 
for. When the clerk reached the room, 
the Congressman was dying, and. life 
was extinct before the doctor arrived. 


Sereno E. Payne, author of the Payne 
tariff law and the ordest member’. of 


Congress in point of service, was born | 


in Hamilton, N. Y., on June 26, 1848. 
He was the son of William Wallace 
Payne, a farmer and Legislator, and 
Betsy Sears Payne. 

He attended the University of Rochés- 
ter and was graduated in 1864. He com- 
menced the study of law and in 1866 be- 
gan to praciice at Auburn, where his 
family moved when he was a boy. In 
1868 he was elected to the office of City 
Clerk of Auburn, in which position he 
served two years. When his term ex- 
pired he was elected District Attorney 
of the County of Cayuga. 

Mr. Payne early in life took an active 
Part in politics, espousing the cause -of 
the Republican Party. His first public 
appearance as a speaker was in the na- 
tional campaign of 1864, when Mr. Lin- 
coln was a candidate for re-election. He 
displayed ability as an orator from the 
first and his services as a campaign 
Speaker have been in demand in every 
succeeding national and: Staté ‘contest. : 

Mr. Payne began. his .Congressional 
career following the election 533— and 
&t: onde: took. a prominent n at 


‘Washington.. He immedjately: familiar- | th, 


ized himself with parliamentary law and 
the rules governing Congress, and was 
active and effective in debate. 

From his first appearance on the floor 
of the House Mr. Payne had been a 
strong advocate of the protective tariff 
system, and as a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee almost continu- 
ously. during. the last twenty years he 
has had much to do with the ‘tariff 
schedules that have been placed on the 
statute books. 

He was closely associated with Mr. 
McKinley in the preparation of the Mc- 
Kinley. bill and ‘was equally active in 
formulating the Dingley Tariff bill. 
With the death of Nelson Dingley,. Mr. 
Payne came-into his own. He was 
made rman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, and with that position leader 
of the Republicans on the floor of the 
House. 

With the exception of one term, Mr. 
Payne had served jin Congress continu- 
ously since His first election. In 1899 
President McKinley chose Mr. Payne to 
represent the United States Government 
as a member of the American and Brit- 
ish Joint High Commission, which was 
assembled in Washington in that year 
for the purpose of formulating: a .com- 
mercial treaty between the two coun- 
tries,

-Bach new success reported by the 
French brings out more clearly the 
extent to which the Germans drove 
them back from their trenches during 
the fighting in October. and November. 
Now that the French are regaining 
this lost ground they mention the 
localities in which the fighting is tak- 
ing place. At Rouvroy, - Parvillers, 
and Andechy the present fighting is 
three miles west of the line joining | 
Chaulnes and Roye,. which formed the' 
French position in the first part of 
October. 

The plateau north of the Aisne 
River has been the scene of especially 
vigorous efforts. In the narrow point 
of this plateau between the Oise and 
the Aisne Rivers, first one side and 


then the other has gained the upper 


hand in the frequent attacks. The 
fighting has centred at Tracy-le-Val, 
which ‘has several times changed 
hands. 

At Vailly the Germans still hold the 
north bank of the Aisne, but at Ven- 


dresse the French. have pushed for-_ 


ward three miles from the river. At 
Rheims the Germans hold their strong 
position along the line of forts four 
miles from the city. ‘These French 
fortifications are now turned against 
them and form vantage points from 
which the Germans bombard the 
French lines and the City. of Rheims. 


The fighting in the Argonne forest . 


has been frequently mentioned during 
the last week, yet the opposfhg posi- 
tions have nowhere changed enough to 
show on a detailed map. From St. 
Hilaire on the Suippe River the line 
runs through Souain, Perthes, Ville- 


sur-Tourbe, and Four de Paris to 


Vauquois, on the Aire River, one mile 
south of Varennes. 

The fighting in the vicinity of -Ver- 
dun is noteworthy in that the French 
have held the Germans off at a dis- 
tance from the fortifications. The 
battle line is eight. miles from the 
city, while the circle of permanent 
forts is at a distance of four and a 
half miles. The guns of the forts 
can consequently come into action 
only at extreme ranges. 

All along the line there is a noticea- 
ble increase in the activity in the 
armies of the Allies. It seems hardly 
likely that these attacks at many 
points would be carried out unless the 
leaders had some definite object in 
view. The progress so far made, how- 
ever, seems to be intended to feel out 
the German strength and does not yet 
disclose the locality in which the Allies 
will make their principal effort. 

The campaign in Poland is being 
prosecuted with vigor on both sides. 
The Germans are acting on the de- 





River the Germans are pressing their 
attacks with such vigor that the Rus- 
sians will have need of every regiment 
that they can send ‘to this. field. 

Meanwhile the Germans are deliv- 
ering a new attack from the north in 
an effort to come in -upon Warsaw 
from the flank. From their base at 
Soldau they have pushed southward 
an army that has captured Przasny 
and has advanced twenty-five miles 
across the border to Ciechanow on 
the railroad leading to Warsaw. 

Further advance to the south would 
bring the army before the fortifica- 
tions. of the fortress of Novo 
Georgievsk, at the junction of the 
Vistula and the Narew. To.achieve 
important results from this advance 
north of the Vistula, the Germans 
must break away from the railroad 
and force their way eastward across 
the Narew and the Bug-rivers to the 
railroads east of Warsaw. 

In East Prussia the opposing armies 
still confront each other along the 
eighty-mile line between Gumbinnen 
and Johannisburg. This battle area is 
so close to that in Northern Poland 
that the Russians may try to check 
the German move toward Warsaw by 
pressing forward their armies in East 
Prussia. 

The news from Galicia shows a stif- 
fening in the ‘Austrian resistance in 
the vicinity of Cracow. The Russians 
have been driven back from their ad- 
vanced position at Wieliczka and Dob- 
cyce, where they were within artillery 
range of the outer defenses of Cracow. 
’ Further to the south the Austrians 
sent forward an army along the rail- 
road in the foothills of the Carpa- 
thians that advanced to. within fif- 
teen miles of Neu Sandec. This move 
threatened to flank the Russian po- 
sition, but was defeated by them in 
the battle along the Lasoszyna River. 
This threatening move seems also to 
have forced the Russians to call back 
their invading columns from Hungary 
in order to strengthen their position 
in Galicia. ; 

The main drive of the Germans to- 
ward Warsaw’ seems to be checked. 
North of the —E— Ege south of 
‘Cracow they seem be gaining the 
advantage in the fighting. The first 
need of the Russians is to prevent 
the —— advance of the Germans 

rom and Lowicz. Next they 
need to check the invading army that 
is approaching Warsaw from. the 
north.

IN SERVIA A DEBACLE 


Army Broken Up ard in Flight— 
22,235 Prisonersand Vast Quan- 
tities of Material Captured:

‘“‘The Austrians have been defeated 
in the north and the Servian victory is 
complete. The Serbs have driven a 
wedge between’ the Austrian forces and 
the soldiers of the Dual Monarc are 
flying in complete rout. The Serbs are 
now well to the west and north of Val- 
jevo, and Ushitza, lying farther to the 
south, was retaken this morning. 

The mass. of captured material is so

— More Information ‘Than Be- 


fore Is Required Regarding Sums 


Listed for’ Exemptions. 


The 1,040 puzzle, 1015 model, reached tra 


this city yesterday and will provide new 
mental gymnastics for those who will 
have to make-income tax returns after 
Dec. 31. The new Form 1,040, which 
is that prescribed for individuals, is not 
so different from the old one as it 
looks, but it contains changes, the most 
important of which is that a married 
men must separate under each classifi- 
cation his own income from that of his 
wife, and must make the same division 
in respect to deductions. 

The theory is that husband and wife 
are entitled ‘to only $4,000 exemption 
—— unless they are permanently liv- 

art, in which case they are en- 

tit 1 each to $3,000 exemption. Many 

lawyers hold that the intent of the law 

is to give the huspand $4,000 ‘and the 

wife $3,000 exemption, or vice Versa, but 

the Internal Revenue Department ruled 
otherwise last year. 

Form 1,040 starts off.with a brand- 
new set of questions that are likely to 
embarrass careless persons who did not 
file returns due last year. 

he first question is: ‘* Did you 
render a return of income for the pre- 
ceding year?’’. It doesn’t say. what will 
happen if you‘didn’t, but the penalties 
are all specified in the law. If you did 
file a return, you must say in what dis- 
trict you did so. 

e next questions arex “ Were you 
single or married, with wife or husband 
living with you on Dec. 31, of the year 
for which this return is rendered? Has 
your wife or husband income from 
sources independent of your own? Have 

ow included your wife’s or husband’s 
— ncome in this return?’’ 


Comparison of Returns, 


If married you are also required to 
give “full name of wife or husband.” 
If separate return is made by husband 
or wife and the exemption is prorated 
the amount claimed by each is to: be 
stated separately. By this means thé ¢ol- 
lector will be able to check one return

Keen Competition Engages At- 
tention of Largest Crowd 
of the Week. 


Wearers of opera, evening, and dinner 
gowns were more in evidence at the 
Charity Horse Show. last evening than 
at any time since its opening in the dis- 
| mal and.depressing downpour of Mon- 
day last... Brilliant colorings of the lat- 
est .confections of the modistes added 
warmth and color to the. assemblage, 
which was the largest and liveliest of 
the show. A majority of the men were 
in evening dress, and so the Garden took 
on something of the appearance at pre- 
vious shows »n Thursday nights. There 
was a continuous stream of club men 
drifting in until well after 10 o’clock, 
and the social aspect was more notice- 
able than on previous evenings, as there 
was neither vain nor snow. to face, and, 
with the right lights,. the lively music, 
and the splendid show of horses in the 
ring, the affair had more of the glimmer 
and glamour that befits a horse show.

Billy Gibson matched the pair with the 
expectation that McVea’s cleverness and 
Johnson’s supposed willingness to liven 
up things in the ring would develop into 
an interesting setto, but éven. with 
Champion: Jack Johnson's age and the 
fact that he has gone back the title- 
holder could probably whip the pair in 
one ring. 

The contest failed to *282 
merit on the part of the husky. colored 
boxers, and only in one round, the 
sixth, was there any action. McVea 
used a left hook, which repeatedly 
found a clumsy landing on Johnson's 
face. In the .second round he closed 
Johnson’s eye, and this was the only 
apparent damage:to either boxer. Sam 
beat his man to the punch in every 
round, and while Johnson sent over a 
lot of rough stuff, he was unable to 
land half a dozen effective blows. Mc- 
Vea left a number of openings, but 
Johnson did not know enough of the 
‘game to take advantage of them. 

There was no question as to McVea’s 
willingness, but Johnson entertained a 
wholesome respect for his opponent's 
ability, and took every opportunity to 
clinch, and in spite of the urging of his 
seconds permitted McVea to do all the 
leading. It was this style of boxing 
that enabled McVea to obtain a big lead 
at the start, which he held to the end. 

For a time it appeared as though 
Jeannette would be substituted for John- 
son. ‘The latter had a guarantee of 
$1,000 for his work from his manager 
and an attachment threatened to keep 
Johnson out of the ring, but the money 
was paid by Battling Jim before he en- 
tered the ring.

MORE “WOE, 

. Yesterday’s sunshine brought cheer 
to those who aré happiest amid 
calamity. If bright weather lasts 
patil Christmas, it is like a sécond 
cotton-picking season, and the top 
crop may add some hundreds of thou- 
sands of bales to a crop whose 
abundance previously was ruinous. 
When we were all invited to “ buy a 
bale’’ to help the poor planter stag- 
gering under the abundance of his 
crop thé estimates were for 16,000,000 
bales, more or less. Stories about 
17,000,000 bales were wicked inven- 
tions. Now those nearest to the crop 
are talking about 18,000,000:. They 
do say that those who knew it first 
were the earliest sellers, getting rid 
of their load of cotton and trouble at 
or about the time that they- were 
passing the hat to enable them to 
hold it out of the reach of persons 
who Wanted chéap clothes. 
There is equal cheer for the calam- 
ity huntérs‘in.the promise of Winter 
wheat now béing planted. The seed 
of next year’s plenty: is going into the 
ground over a breadth and under con- 
ditions which promise almost as bad 
times next year for the Lords of the 
Prairies as the planters have experi- 
enced this year.. This year they have 
thrived on others’ woes, and have 
grown rich on the cost of the food ot 
the armies. They are being lured to 
their ruin, in the calculations of those 
who hope that the worst is yet to 
come. ‘The wheat sowers are branch- 
ing out, while the cotton planters. are 
drawing in. At present prices every 
possible acre is being. planted, but 
the trouble hunters are suggesting 
that perhaps the prices at the harv- 
est may not be the prices of the 
planting, If only the price of fooa 
should collapse, as the price of cotton 
has fallen under the curse of too 
much cotton, then,. indeed, the cup 
of the wailers would overrun with 
fatness. 

This .year we have had peace and 
plenty, with dear prices for almost 
everything but securities. Next year 
we may have better prices for stocks 
and lower pricés for what we eat and 
wear. There are compensations.in all 
earthly things.

THE GOVERNMENT SHIPPING BILL; 

The proposal that the Government 
should be. the owner of ‘vessels in 
trade, subject to search, detention, 
and perhaps capture, to be adjudicat- 
ed in the courts of the captor, ac- 
cording to the captor’s idea of the 
law and facts, is 60 obviously ob- 
jectionable that it tas been aban- 
doned. For it has been substituted a 
modification which is worse. It is 
that the Government should merely 
lend or guarantee the ‘larger part of 
the funds, “the ownership: and man- 
agement being private. That would. 
reduce the Government’s investment 
and ite risk on its investment. it 
would not diminish the danger that 
the Government: might become in- 
volved in controversy. with other Gov- 
erhments. . That. is indivisible. 1 
two Governments. are. Anvolved at all, 
they are involved according to the 
merits of the contention, not accord-. 
ing to the profit or the-loss of the 
commercial venture, or how it is dis- 
tributed between partners... In fast, 
the todification might Involve great- 
er danger of controversies between 
Governments. The caution which 


jperbaps might be felt in the case 


of undivided Government ownership 
would ‘be lessened tn case of Govern- 
ment ownership in part. “The. objec-

in a railway case this week, - The 
Government now reports “ protite” 
in the Post Office Departmént, but 
there are always bills for the tan- 
payers to pay. ThE pareel post ts 
profitable, but the fallways that per- 
form the underpaid service are anaé- 
mic. The Goverhment could not sel 
the pares! post business, and it could 
not séll its merchant ships after the 
profit in the Government manner had 
been shown. Govéerhment profite of 
that sort are déarly got at the cost of 
unfair competition ard prostration or 
private enterprise. No doubt. the 
President contemplates fone of these 
things, and has in mind a ttuly 
profitable and altogéther admirable 
steamship service, He will be cred- 
ited with su¢h intentions and allowed 
to exercise them when he makes a 
beginning with the matters of similar 
sort already tn Government care. It 
was the servant who Was sticéessful 
with oné talent who was intrusted 
with others. The time to extend Gov- 
ernment ownership has not atrived 
while there are 86 Many unhcom- 
mercial Government undertakings in 
evidence. 

Why is it thet the transfer of 
Américan-owned ships to the Amer- 
ican flag is not one-tenth of what 
might be expected? To put the sate 
quéstion in different form, why is- it 
that nine-tenths of American-owned 
ships prefer foreign flags? The rea- 
son is that the profit is under the 
foreign flagé. Thé President’s mer- 
chantmen will not alter those condi- 
tions of profit and loss. They are 
created by “full-crew” laws similar 
to those on land. They are alleged to 
be for the safety of passengers, but 
nobody believes that American ships 
are safer than others. As tnduce- 
ments for Americans to go to sea the 
full-crew and extra-pay laws are 
nécessarily failures, since the ships do 
not go to sea, Améfesgnd are hot 
hiired because there is no profit in 
hiring them. That is the reason why 
the  President’s routes are unprot- 
itable, and would remain unprofitable 
however many ships he started. 
There is indeed @® rare opportunity 
now presented to American shipping 
enterprise, but the navigation law 
blocks the way. To run Govérnment 
ships would merely absorb tax money 
to keep them on the seas, and would 
not produce profits for anybody with- 
out access to the Treasury. A year’s 
growth has beén added to the Amer- 
ican mercantile marine during tho 
quarter year that the war has lasted, 
and more would be added if the laws 
about operation were practicaDdle, 

The. proposal to put a mortgage on 
the commercially unprofitable Pana- 
ma Canal in order to finance a 
commercially unprofitable steamship 
service, in unfair compétition with 
private enterprise repressed by law 
enacted on false pretenses, is, the 
climax of economic absurdity. © It 
would be easier to start such an en- 
terprise than to withdraw from it, 
just as in the case of the Hnes to 
Panama and tte Philippines. ‘The 
Panama steamship line was to trans- 
port supplies for the canal, but there 
is no sign of withdrawing it upon thé 
completion of the canal, Neither of 
these Government lines is a commer- 
cial success; any more than the Gov- 
ernment railway across the Isthmus, 
or any more than the Australian Gov- 
ernment steamships. If the Presi- 
dent really wants to stimulate Amer- 
ican ocean shipping ‘he ‘would do 
more and better by repealing a law 
than by enacting one, In any of the 
proposed forms. The idea would die 
@ natural death if its accounts and 
management were placed undér the 
same restrictions: as the Government 
places upon railways. Teélling the 
truth about the costs and the profits 
would be fatal if the liné weré.start- 
ed. If experience has any value it 
will kill the proposal without the 
necessity of the demonstration.

THE FASHIONS OF WAR. 

Just as the w6men have all har- 
dened their throats and every one’s 
tonsils have been removed, the war 
comes to turn things topsy-turvy. 
Military styles are coming in and 
collars.are to be buttoned tight to the 
chin. The advice given by French 
physicians to the soldiers at the front 
indicates that perhaps we have bepn 
doing just the wrong thing in the 
matter of throats and low - shoes. 
Woolen socks, a céinture, and a 
muffler make up the armor of health. 
Most women rebel against the mil- 
itary eollar, but compromise is not 
permitted this Winter. Even the

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The great war has now been going on 
léng: enough to enable mankind 
form approximately correct views about 
its vast extent and scale of ‘operations, 
its sudden interference with commercé 
and’ all other Helpful international in- 
tercourse, its unprecedented wrecking 
of family happiness and continuity, 
its wiping out; as it proceeds, of the 
accumulated savings of many former 
Sénerations in structures, objects of art, 
and. industrial capital, and the huge 
burdens it is likely te impose on 
twentieth century Burope, From all 
thése points of View, it is evidently the 
most herriblé calamity that has ever 
befallen the human race, and the most 
crucial trial to which civilization has 
beén éxposed. It is; and is to be, the 
gigantic struggle of these times be- 
tween the forces which make for Mberty 
and righteousness and those which 
nake for the subjection of the individual 
man, thée-exaltation of the State, and 
the erthronemeéent of physical force di- 
rected by a ruthless colléctive Will. It 
threatens a sweeping betrayal of the 
best hopés of mankind. 

Hach of the nations involved, horrified 
at the immensity of the disaster, main- 
tains that it is not responsible for the 
war; afid each Government has issued a 
statement to prove that some other 
Government fs responsible for the out- 
break. This discussion, however, relates 
almost entirely to actions by monarchs 
and cabinets between July 28 and 
Aug. ¢-a short period of hurried mes- 
sages hetween the chancelleries of- Bu- 
rope-actions which only prove that the 
thonarchs and Ministers for Foreign Af- 
fairs could not, or at least did not, pre- 
vent the long-prepared general war 
from breaking out. The assassination 
of the Archduke and Duchéss of Hohen- 
berg, on the 28th of June, was in no 
proper sense a cause of the war, except 
as it was one of the consequences of the 
persistent. aggressions of Austria-~-Hun- 
gary against her southeastern neigh- 
bors, Neither was Russian mobilization 
in four military districts on July 20 a 
cause of the war; for that was only an 
external. manifestation of the Russian 
state of mind toward the Balkan peoples, 
a state of mind well known to all pub- 
licists ever since the Treaty of Berlin 
in 1878 No more was the invasion of 
Belgium by the German army on Aug: 4 
a true cause of the war, or even thé 
cause, as distinguished from the occa- 
sion, of Great Britain’s becoming in- 
volved in it.. By that action, Germany 
was only taking the first step in carry- 
ing out a “long-cherished purpose, and 
in executing a judicious plan of cam- 
paign prepared many years in advance. 
The artificial panic in Germany about 
its exposed position between two power- 
ful-enemies, France and Russia, was not 
@ genuine cause of the war; for the 
General. Staff knew they had crushed 
France once, and were confident they 
could do it again In a month. As to 
Russia, it was, in their view, @ huge 
nation, but very clumsy and dull in 
war. 

The real causes of the war are all 
of many years standing; and all the 
nations now involved in the fearful 
eatastrophe have contributed to the 
fevelopment of one or more. of these 
effective. causes. The fundamenta} 
causes. are: (1) the maintenance of 
monarchical governments, each sanc- 
tioned and supported by the national 
religion,. and each furnished with a 
cabinet selected by the monarch,—gov- 
ernments which can make war without 
any previous consultation of the peoples 
through their elected representatives; 
(2) the constant maintenance of con- 
script armies, through which the entire 
able-bodied male population is trained in 
youth for service in the army or navy, 
and remains subject to the instant call 
of the Government till late in life, the 
officering of these permanent armies 
involving the creation of a large mili- 
tary class likely to become powerful in 
political, industrial,. and social admin- 
istration; (3) the creation of a strong, 
permanent bureaucracy within each na- 
tion for the management of both foreign 


work is kept secret from the public at 
large; and finally, (4) the habitual use 
of military and naval forces to acquire 
new territories, contiguous or detached, 
without regard to the wishes of the 
people annexed or controlled. This last 
cause of the war is thé most potent of 
the four, sinee it is strong in itself, 
rand is apt to inelude one or more of 
the other three. It is the gratification 
of the lust for world empire. 

Of all the nations taking part in the 
present war,..Great Britain is the only 
one which does not maintain a conscript 
army; but, on the other hand, Great 
Britain is the earliest modern claimant

She has developed with 
gteat intelligence and assiduity the 
most formidable conscript army in the, 
world, and the most influéntia] and in- 
solent military caste, Three times since 
1864 she has waged war in Burope, and 
each time she has. added to her terri- 
tory without regard to the wishes of 
the annexed population. -For twenty- 
five years she has exhibited a keen de- 
sire to obtain colonial possessions; ‘and 
since 1896 she has been aggressive in 
this field. In her schools’ and univer- 
sities the children and youth have been 
taught for generations that. Germany 
ja surrounded by hostile peoples, that 
her ¢xpansion in EKurope and -in other 
continents is resisted by jealous Pow- 
ers which started earlier in the. race 
for foreign possessions, and that the 
salvation of Germany has depended 
from the first, and will depend till the 
last, on the efficiency of her army and 
navy and the warlike spirit of her 
people. This instruction, given yéar 
after yéar by teachers, publicists, and 
rulers, was first generally accepted. in 
Prussia, but now seems to be accepted 
by the entire empire as unified in 1871 
The attention of the civilized- world 
was first called to this state of the 
German mind and will by the trium- 
*‘phant policies of Bismarck; but during 
the reign of the present Bmperor the 
external aggressiveness of Germany and 
her passion for world-empire have 
gtown to much more forf @ pro- 
portions. Although thé German Em- 
peror has sometimes played the part of 
@ peacemaker, he has habitually acted 
the war-lord in both speech and bear- 
ing, and has supported . the military 
caste whenever it has been assailed. ‘He 
is by inheritance, conviction, and prac-. 
tice a divine-right sovereign whose 
throne rests on an “invincible” armiy, 
an army ¢cotiterminaus with the nation. 
In the present tremendous struggle he 
carries his subjécts. with him jh a rush- 
ing torrent of self-sacrificing patriot- 
ism, Mass-fanaticism and infectious 
enthusiasm seem to havé deprived the 
leading class in Germany, for the mo« 
ment, of all power to see, reason, and 
judge correctly~no new: phenomenon in 
the world, bit imstrictive in this case

The twentieth céntury — Ger-| 
man is, however, by no means given 
over completely to material and physical

Crowd Unable to Get In Walts 
for Colonel After Lecture and 
Makes Him Talk Again. 


TELLS OF INSECTS’ RAVAGES 


| South American Ants Ate His Hat

Control of Rallway Capitalization 


Also Urged by Commerce Board. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—In its an- 
nual report to Congress today the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission makes

The work of physical valuation of 
railroads is -well under way. There are 
now eight parties at work surveying 
about 1,500 miles a month.

ollisions caused by improper Sagging 
continue to be a prominent feature 
investigation, the report says, and cases 
of inexperienced men have been found.

These 
figures for the year ended June 30, 1912, 
were 704 deaths and 15,721 injuries, and 
for the year 1918, 721 deaths and 18,- 
257 injuries. 

In previous annual reports the com- 
mission called attention to bad condi- 
tions of track’and roadway responsible 
for many derailments. No material im- 
provement, says the present report, is 
noticeable. Six of the 23 derailments 
investigated were either directly caused 
or greatly contributed to by bad track. 
These six derailments were responsible 
for 33 deaths and 492 —— while ‘in 
all, derailments investigated 61 ersons 
were killed and 972 injured. It thus a 
pears that in the derailments inv * 
gated bad track conditions were respon- 
sible for 54 per cent. of the deaths and 
more than 560 per cent. of the injuries 
due to.such derailments from all causes. 

The —— movement among the rail- 
roads for higher freight rates the com- 
mission dismisses with a brief review 
of the proceedings in the Eastern. ad- 
vance case, which it decided last August 
and which is now awaiting a supple- 
mentary decision. 


GRANGE OPPOSES SUFFRAGE 


Massachusetts Body Tables iIt— 
Favors National Prohibition. 
WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 10.—The 
Massachusetts State Grange, at its con- 
vention today, refused to indorse wo- 
man suffrage by tabling a resolution 
fayoring the movement. The action 

was taken-after a lively debate. 

The State Grange adopted a resolution 
favoring national constitutional prohi- 
bition, and tabled a resolution approv- 
ing the views of President Wilson on 
the question of the national defense, 
as expressed in the President’s mes- 
sage.

Prof. Moore Urges Better Under- 
standing at Peace Society Lecture. 
Prof.. John Bassett Moore, recently 
counselor to the Department of State, 
addressed the New York Peace Society 





#33| on ‘Past and Present Relations of the 
4] United States to the American Repub- 


lics ’’ at Aeolian Hall last night at the 
first of a series of meetings which will 
be held to discuss the general subject of 
“Pan-American and Peace.” 

Prof. Moore traced the origin of the 


‘movements of South American countries 


for independence, which began, -he said, 
at the time of the erican Revolution 
when Spain foresaw the beginning of 
the end of the old system of colonial 
monopoly. 

He stated. that one of the chief im- 
pediments to the development of amity 
was a.lack of accurate information here 
as to conditions in South America and 
the ‘consequent. misunderstanding. . 

He -said there was. a misconception 
that these countries are unstable. Prof. 
Moore called attention to the bloodless 
character of the transition in Brazil 
from monarchical to republican govern- 
ment, and to the abolition of slavery 
in South America without forcible re- 
sistance. A. further error is the miscon- 


OL ception of the personal integrity of their 


statesmen. Prof. Moore stated that per- 
sonal integrity is the rule and not the 
exception among the statesmen of Amer- 
— republics, even outside of the United 
tates. 
.Lastly, there is a great misapprehen- 
sion of the Monroe Doctrine. So far 
as this doctrine is held to mean. that 
the independence of the American na- 
tions against aggression from abroad is 
to' be maintained by each ~~ individu- 
ally, and if need be by all of them in 
co-operation, the American nations cor- 


dially acce at 9 and look to the United 
States as first and most powerful 
proponent. aut certain of the more 


powerful. South American countries are 
unable to accept the views that we have 
decreed that the international relations 
of all the independent States of Ameri- 
ca are subject to our control and that 
other nations can deal with them only 
through us, or under our supervision. 
Such a view places them in the inferior 
position of protectorates. 
In closing Prof. Moore spoke of the re- 
— mediation of the representatives of 
B C powers as being a remarkable 
inetdent in the relations of the | United 
States. with the American republics, for 
it not only recognized them as — on 
a basis of scanty with us, but ad- 
mitted the principle that differences be- 
tween individual American States were

Emergency Appropriation Needed to 
Cope with Cattle Distemper—Urges 
Farms to Diversify Crops. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Secretary 
Houston of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, in discussing rural credits in his 
annual report submitted today to Presi- 
dent Wilson, said that there. was no 
emergency which’ justified Government 
assistance to farmers directly through 
the use of Government cash’ or credit. 
Secretary Houston points out that the 
new bank law “takes just and par- 
ticular knowledge of .the farmers’: re- 
quirements.’ He suggested that any 
credit needs of the agricultural com- 
munity beyond those provided for under 
the Federal Reserve Law, should be 
cared for by a system of ‘‘ co-operative 
credit associations,’’ financed with 
private funds, by means of which the 
combined credit of farming communities 
could be utilized, and by a system of 
land-.mortgage banks, likewise, private- 
ly, capitalized. 

There seems to be no emergency 
which. requires or. justifies ‘Government 
assistance to the farmers. directly 
through the use of the Government's 
cash or the Government’s credit,’ says 
the report. ‘* The American farmer is 
sturdy, self-reliant, and independent. He 
is not in the condition of serfdom or 
semi-serfdom, in which were the Euro- 
pean people for whom Government aid 
was extended in some form or other dur- 
ing the last. century.”’ 

Secretary Houston asks Congress for 
an additional emergéncy appropriation 
of several million dollars on, account of 
the recent outbreak of the foot-and- 

mouth disease among cattle. He said 
that if the interval between the last- and 
the present session of Congress had been 
bs = er the department would have been 

out sufficient funds to’ meet the 
— — 

The report describes the activities of 
the department in establishi standard 
grain grades, and in the administration 
of the new cotton futures law which 
Is the ‘‘ first definite 
systematic, legal approach to the solu- 
tion of difficult problems in this field 
of distribution.”” The Secretary recom- 
mends legislation to establish a per- 
missive warehousing system for grain 
and cotton.

_FEAR IT MAY ‘AID GERMANS 


London's Only Concern About Re- 

opening of Our Exchange. 

Special Cable to THE NEw YorK Times. 

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Financial Lon- 
don does not attach any great im- 
portance to the opening of the New 
York Stock Exchange under the re- 
strictions as announced. It is not con- 
sidered much in advance of conditions | 
under which the London Stock Ex- 
change is now operating, except that in 
New York the building can be used. Sales 
which now take place in London must 
be done on the street, dué, it is said, to 
fear that any possible bad news might 
in the crowded Exchange have bad ef- 
fects, but trading in London is not at 
present restricted much closer than it 
will be in Wall Street, 

The proposed opening has caused some 
uneasiness lest the Germans will be 
able to fimance themselves better in 
America than they now can, but it is 
not thought that it will help the Ger- 
mans much in their efforts to finance 
themselves in London. 

The opening of the New York Ex- 
change has not. caused any jealousy in 
London. At the beginning of the war 
it was thought that America might step 
in and become mistress of the financial 
world, but most London financiers now 
think that America is still too much of 
a credit nation to do that, and that 
her recent independence in financial 
matters has been due more to the new 
currency laws and. similar legislation 
which was designed for such purpose 
than to the war conditions. 

On the whole, it may be safely said 
London is grateful for the way America 
has behaved. 


HOTEL SHOWS PROSPERITY. 


The Waldorf, Overcrowded, Reflects 
Revival of Business. 


The lobby of the Waldorf yesterday 
took on an. appearance characteristic of 
the busiest times of a few years ago, 
and last night the big hotel achieved a 
distinction, which has been rare this 
season, of holding about 1,500 guests, 
and having sent hundreds of others in 
the day to.other hotels. 

From an early hour the corridor from 
the Astor court entrance to Peacock 
Alley had an appearance of jam and 
prosperity that gladdened everybody in 
the hotel, for it bore out the recent 
statement of George C. Boldt that busi- 

ness generally was better, firm, and 
still impreving. 

Usually bad weather makes a great 
deal of difference in travel to New York. 
In spite of the: era of London Winter 
which ended yesterday morning people 
have been flocking to New York from 
all parts of the country. Many of those 
who arrived at the Waldorf had come 
especially to attend the convention of 
the Railway Business Association, but 
with them came many old patrons of 
the hotel, some of whom had not been 
seen here for at least six months and 
some who had been missing for a year. 

Assistant managers of the hotel who 
talked with many of them said they 
brought reports generally that business 
was now better and that substantial or- 
ders were coming in.

Explain War Revenue Act. 


in certain quarters regarding the War 
Revenue act, counsel for the Silk Asso- 
ciation have written an explanation: of 
the law for members of that organiza- 
tion. Commercial brokers and commis- 
sion men, the attorneys point out, are 
required to pay -a license fee of $20 
but one who acts as both a commercial 
broker and a commission merchant need 
pay but one license fee. Revenue 
stamps are not required for memoranda 
of sales of merchandise except where 
they relate to sale at an Exchange or 

Board of Trade, or sales made by com- 
mercial brokers. The attorneys cite 
from the construction put on a similar 
revenue act by the Supreme Court to 
illustrate the difference between the 
commission man and the broker. The 
Court held that ‘“‘ a.factor may. buy and 
sell * his own name and he has the 
goods in his Panera. while a broker 
as such cannot ordinarily buy or sell 
in his own name and has no possession 
of the goods.”
